Col. House, chairman-of the Amer- 
an war mission now in Europe, prob- 
ably has been instructed to urge, per- 
haps to insist upon, the creation of 
this supreme war council when, the 
matter is taken up in the inter-allied 
conference in Paris. ; 

Action in Paris Council. 

The administration was moved to 
this decision by several considerations, 
including the apparent need of abol- 
ishing the go-italone policy and estab- 
lishing single contro) of all operations | 
and.the argwth of the demands at 
home and abroad for such action. 

The president is confident that the 
creation of this council will be the prin- 
cipal result of the Parie conference, 
patticulariy as the inter-allied board 
of military officers now directing the 
Italian defense may readily be expand- 
éd into the body he advocates. 

Indications also are not lacking that 
the aggressive attitude displayed by 
Lard Northcliffe in condemning British 
war policies and advocating a supreme 
War council influenced the pradident 
and his advisers.

(By the Associated Press.) 

The ftalians continue daily to stiffen 
their front from the region of Lake 
Garda to the Adriatic sea. Nowhere 
have the Teutonic ailies been able to 
penetrate their lines for new gains of 
great importance. On the other hand. 
their attacks have met with flerce re- 
sistance and ultimate repulse, except 
in the north, where the town of Cis- 


| mon, on the east bank of the 


river, and several hill positions have 
been taken by the invaders. 

All along the Piave a furious artil- 
lery action is in progress, and Italian 
airplanes again have come into the 
fray andvare doing notable work in 
dropping bombs on the enemy lines. 

To the south, near the mouth of the 
Piave, in the region known as the 
“Folland of Italy,” Italian engineers 
have opened the dikes against the ene- 
my forces which crossed the stream at 
Grisolera. These enemy forces pos- 
sibly have been trapped by the inrush 
of the water. 


Forms Huge Triangle. 
‘The inundated territory forms a 


huge triangle about twelve miles on. 


each side, with the apex at Dona Di 
Piave. The enemy had been driven 
back, but still held on within this tri- 
angle until the dikes from both rivers 
released the water over the low lying 
plain: The land is at or below sea 
level. 

The chief menace at that point was 
that the enemy might be able to ap- 
proach Venice, seventeen miles away, 
through the lagoon or bombard the 
city from his position between the riv- 
ers. The inundation interposes a bar- 
rier of water twelve miles across, and 
several feet deep. 

Regardless of this, however, the pov- 
ulation of Venice has dropped from 
160,000 to 20,000. 


LINE HOLDS FAST. 

ROME, Nov. 16.—AlLalong the moun- 
tain front, from Asiago to the Piave 
river, the attacks of the Austro-Ger- 
man forces which are seeking to crush 
in ithe Italian line have been repulsed, 
it is announced officially. All the posi- 
tions attacked yesterday remained in 
the hands of the Italians. 

Take Another Town. 

BERLIN, Germany, Nov. 16. — The 
town of Cismon, on the northern Italian 
front, has been captured, the war of- 
fice announced. Near the Adriatic, on 
the western bank of the Piave, Hun- 
garian forces advanced and captured 
1,000 Italians. : 

A later statement added: __ 

“New attacks brought us successes 
in the mountains between the Brenta 


and the Piave.” 


REPULSE ‘ALL ATTACKS. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Official 
dispatches from Rome received here 
today describe the situation on the 
fighting front as follows: 

“The enemy continues to exert the 
greatest pressure against the extreme | 
left of the Italian line, attempting in 
the meantime to force through the 
right in the swampy region along the 
gea. The attacks in the Giudicaria, al- 
though delivered with great violence 
in mass formation and preceded by in- 
tense artillery fire, have been success- 
fully repulsed. 3

This information 
came from a Maximalist source, dated 
Monday, Nov. 12.

Adherents 
of Premier Kerensky first occupied it, 
after a short conflict, and continued to 
advance, and were reported at one 
time as being within five miles of Pe- 
trograd.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—[Spe- 
cigl]—The United States chamber of 
ecommerce has joined in the demand 
that the machinery of war prepara- 
tions in Washington be better organ- 
ged. Its directors are now in session 
here.

It should also. have 
the power to fix prices, not only to 
the government, hut to the .consum- 
ing public on essential ‘products. It 
should have char ge of the distribution 
ef such products,| with a view, not 
only to promote the national defense 
bet also to disturb as little as ‘pos- 
able the normal ‘commercial and do- 


“mestic life of the country. 


Only Seek Efficiency. 

There is no desire here to indulge 
in destructive criticism. - I have heard 
only one man in Washington mention 
the subject of politics. Almost every- 
tedy seems to be. wholly wrapped up 
ina desire to make the war activities 
of.the government more éflicient. 

But the national chamber of com- 
merce is wholly in earnest in its desire 
to have the present scattered and oft- 
en competing buying of war materials 
concentrated under one head. It hopes 
for results. 

The Council of National Defense 
tried to arrange for a central pur: 
chasing commission. It has one now.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Closer 
cobrdination of the government’s war 
demands with the country’s industrial 
facilities will be sought by the council 
of national defense in the creation ofa 
bureau of manufacturing resources, 
the personnel of which will be an- 
nounced soon, 

Plans for the new bureau, made pub- 
lic today, disclose that the council's 
advisory commission is taking exten- 
sive precautions to guard against an 
economic unsettlement in calling on 
American business men and the in- 
dustries they have built up for war 
service,
